MINING ROCK FOR 
ROOFINGMATERIAL 


Will Ship Three Carloads of Crushed 


Adams County Rock Every Day 


from Point in Western Part of the 
County. Many Hands. 


ENTERTAIN AT 
OPENING DANCE 


A new industry on the mountain in 
the western part 
of 
the 
county 
is 
growing to large dimensions. 
Some time ago it Was discovered by 
Charles and Clarence W ills, of Glad­ 
ioli siding, that the 
rock 
that 
had 
been taken out of the hill for a West­ 
ern M aryland Railway “ cut” and pil­ 
ed on a dump, was of 
peculiar hard­ 
ness. They made 
experiments 
with 
it and found out that this rock crush­ 
ed into small particles was gritty and 
sharp and almost 
indestructible. 
It 
was green in color. 
They interested the Advance Indus­ 
trial Supply Company, Chicago, in it, 
with the result that the latter leased 
part of the W ills 
farm 
at 
Gladhill, 
erected machinery 
there 
and began 
crushing the rock 
taken 
from 
the 
dump. 
A good-sized building was 
erected 
and for sometime a 
carload 
of 
the 
crushed stone has been 
shipped each 
day. 
This product is* used principally 
on felt shingles, which are dipped in 
hot asphalt, then 
powdered 
thickly 
with the crushed stone and then pass­ 
ed through a roller lo force the stone 
firmly into the felt and asphalt. 
It is used 
for 
other 
roofing and 
sim ilar purposes and 
apparently has 
found favor with architects and con­ 
tractors, for the company has leased 
a new section, alongside a cut, which 
Clarence W ills has been awarded the 
contract to blast out. 
To use up the new lot of 
rock the 
company has erected a building 60 x 
120 feet, which it has 
equipped with 
crushers, bolters, etc. 
W ith this new equipment it will be 
able to ship three carloads of the pro­ 
duct every day. 
It will put it in op­ 
eration next week. 
The company has employed twenty 
men in its old mill. W ith the new- one 
it w ill increase this 
force 
lo 
fifty 
men.

haps the wealthiest city on the couti 
lieut, surpassing even Venice. 
Thousands of the industrious and 
thrifty citizens of Antwerp were ban­ 
ished and sought refuge iii England 
under the persecutions of the Duke of 
Alva in the latter part of the sixteenth 
century, and in 1576 the Spanish sol­ 
diers massacred O.0U0 citizens, pillaged 
the town aud burned down the central 
part of it. 
Eight hundred buildings 
were destroyed arid $10,000,000 dam 
age to pnqierty was done. 
Nine years later the city was captur­ 
ed by Duke Alexander of I'a ruin after 
a fourteen mon tbs' siege. In which it 
suffered severely. 
The city then lost 
much of Its trade to tho Dutch, and 
the |>cace of Westphalia completed the 
destruction of the city’s commerce. 
With the collapse of the supremacy 
of Austria, Antwerp took on a new 
lease of life. 
NufsjIoOn I. helped the 
city by constructing a barlvor and new 
quays. 
Iii PSI I tin* city's troubles Ive 
gait again. 
It was defended against 
the allies for a time, but finally was 
surrendered to the British. 
Iii UCO the Belgian insurgents cap 
tared the city. but tlve Dutch com­ 
mander.

EXPLODING EXPLOSIVES. 


One of Two Methods. Combustion ar 
Detonation, is Used. 
An explosive is a body which, under 
the influence of beat or shock, or both, 
is, speaking popularly, instantaneously 
resolved entirely or almost so into 
gases. 
Practical explosives consist either of 
bodies such as nitroglycerin and nitro­ 
cellulose, which are explosive in them­ 
selves 
or 
mixtures 
of 
Ingredients 
which separately are or may be non­ 
explosive, but when Intimately mixed 
are capable of being exploded. 
Explosives are exploded either by 
simple Ignition, as in the ease of black 
gunpowder, or by means of a detonator 
containing mercury fulminate. 
The molecules of an explosive may 
ho regarded as In a state of unstable 
chemical equilibrium. A stable state of 
equilibrium Is brought about by the 
sudden decomposition of the original 
compounds with the evolution of heat 
An explosion is thus an extremely rapid

The rapidity with 
which the combustion proceeds de­ 
pends not only on the physical form of 
the explosive, but also on the pressure 
under which the decomposition takes 
place. When In the form of fine grains 
combustion proceeds much more quick­ 
ly than when tile grains are large. 
Detonation, on the other hand, has to 
be started by a sufficiently strong Im­ 
pulse, such ns the explosion of a 
charge of mercury fulminate; It pro­ 
ceed* much more rapidly and is due to 
the formation of an explosion wave 
that has a velocity of thousand* of me­ 
ters a second. 
“High” explosives 
indicate those. 
*uch as dynamites and nitrate of am­ 
monia explosive*, which detonate and 
have a greater shattering power than 
the "low” explosives. — New York 
World.

An explosive is it body which, under 
the influence of bent <»r shock, or both, 
is. speaking popularly. instantaneously 
resolved entirely or almost so into 
gases. 
Practical explosives consist either of 
bodies such as nitroglycerin and nitro­ 
cellulose. which ate exp losive iii them ­

w hich separately are or may be non­ 
explosive, but when intim ately mixed 
are capable of being exploded. 
E xplosives are exploded either by 
sim ple ignition, as in the case of black 
gunpowder, or tty m eans o f a detonator 
containing mercury fulm inate. 
T he molecules of an explosive may 
lie regarded as lit a sta te of unstable 
chem ical equilibrium. A stable state of 
equilibrium is brought a lin it by the 
sudden decom position o f the original 
eonqtounds with the evolution of lieut. 
An explosion is thus an extrem ely rapid 
decom position, accom panied by the pro- ) 
Auction of a large volum e of gas aud 
the developm ent of m uch h ea t 
T here are two well denned modes of . 
explosion which can be described as j 
combustion 
and detonation. 
In the 
form er case the explosive Is simply ig­ 
nited. and combustion takes place by 
transference of heat from layer to layer 
of tho explosive. 
The rapidity with 
which the combustion 
proceeds de­ 
pends not only on the physical form of 
the explosive, but also on the pressure 
under which the decomposition takes 
place. When iii the form of fine grains 
combustion proceeds m uch more quick­ 
ly than when Hie grains are large. 
Detonation, on the o th er hand, has to 
be started by a sufficiently strong im­ 
pulse, such as the explosion of a 
charge of mercury fulm inate; it pro­ 
ceeds much more rapidly and Is due to 
the formation of an explosion wave 
th a t ba* a velocity of thousands of me­ 
ters a second.
